Council Stands Firm... 


Tax War Boils 
At Hearing 
Before Council 


The lineup against the Agawam Town Council 
Tuesday night was a long one. And after two 
hours of debate, little had changed other than 
those who attended and those who watched the 
meeting on Cable Access Channel 5 certainly had 
their blood pressure rise, regardless of which side 
of the fence one might sit. 

The much-publicized tax battle between Frank 
& Janet Lalli of 82 Joanne Circle, Feeding, Hills, 
and members of Town Council supporting the 
stand of Mayor Christopher C. Johnson came to a 
head Tuesday night. And folks, it became down- 
right ugly and raucous during the tense two-hour 
public hearing. 


Council Upholds March 1st Vote 
In the end, the council voted 6-4 against allow- 
ing the Lallis to seek special legislation from the 
state to refund $858 in overcharges that the town 
had mistakenly taxed them over a six year period. 


The council voted 7-4 on March 1st to deny the 
Lallis this avenue of appeal as well. The Lallis in 
turn obtained the signatures of 200 residents to 
seek a public hearing before the council. This was 
a similar scene to a public hearing held last 
August when residents blasted the council ma- 
jority for removing funds from the Health Depart- 
ment budget. This move by the council led to the 
lay-off of long-time sanitarian Casimir Tryba by 


Johnson.

Yes Folks, There’s 
Another Agawam 
(Montana) 


Yes, there is another Agawam. Most Agawam 
natives are familiar with a river, diner, and various 
other Agawam namesakes. Surprise, there is 
another town called Agawam, 2,700 miles away in 
Montana. 

Agawam, Montana is located in the nor- 
thwestern part of the state. The town is situated 
50 miles northeast of the city of Great Falls 
(pogmeten 58,000), only 60 miles southeast of 

lacier National Park. 

Ranchers began to move into Teton County in 
the late 1870’s. The defeat of the Sioux Nation in 
1877 opened the area for more concentrated white 
settlement. One of these early ranchers was a 
Frenchman, Francis Truchot. Mr. Truchot owned a 
large ranch on Muddy Creek, a few miles 
southeast of the area that would become 
Agawam. 

In 1905, Truchot sold 700 acres of land to Henry 
Gemar. Mr. Gemar sold 200 acres to the 
Milwaukee Railroad for a townsite in 1912. The 
railroad officials suggested that the new town be 
called “Gemar.” Old Mr. Gemar did not want his 
name to be used in such a manner. A Milwaukee 
railroad official named the townsite after 
Agawam, Massachusetts. -

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The error that led to this bitter battle between 
‘the Lallis and the town, according to Town 

Assessor Chestor Nicora, occured during a 1987 
revaluation process when the firm hired to do the 
job was remapping the community. The assessing 
error occured when six additional acres of town- 
owned wetlands were tacked on lospropenty own- 
ed by the Lallis on Joanne Circle. The additional 
acreage appeared on their tax bills for 1988, 1989, 
1990 1991, 1992, and 1993. 

The Lallis did file for an abatement within the 
required 30 days after receiving their 1993 tax bill, 
but did not for the previous five years. Nicora said 
Mrs. Lalli agreed to a deal cut by the Mayor that 
gave them a rebate for their 1991 and 1992 over- 
charges. 

However, the Lallis then returned to Town Hall 
after reading a news story in December that the 
City of Springfield had allowed a family owning 
property in that city the opportunity to seek tax 
relief from the state through special legislation. 

But the Mayor vehemently opposed any more 
relief for the Lallis. The administration’s position, 
supported by the council majority, said the Lallis 
had been treated fairly by receiving tax rebates for 
1992 and 1991. Moreover, the town’s Legal Depart- 
ment gave a ruling that any further relief to the 
Lallis would supercede specified state law (the 30 
day abatement process). 

Also, Town Council President James D. Taylor 
said by allowing the Lallis the avenue for further 
relief, it would open a ‘‘Pandora’s Box’ (in that 
many residents would appear at Town Hall seek- 
ing similar rebates). 

Taylor also said several times that it was the 
responsibility of the Lallis to detect the error on 
their tax bills. Taylor estimated that the error ap- 
peared on at least 10 of the Lallis’ bills (two bills 
each for five years). 

Nicora noted that the Mayor was not required 
by law to give any money back to the Lallis for any 
other tax year other than 1993, 

Nicora said that allowing the special legislation 
for the Lallis would ‘water down” the procedures 
followed by this office. 

Town Solicitor Thomas S. Locke, who, like 
Nicora, appeared at the hearing on the request of 
Councilor Thomas Ennis, said state law granted 
the Mayor the ability to settle with the Lallis on 
1992 and 1991 tax bills.

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town officials did little to settle the high drama 
created both in the audience and on the council 
floor by this hearing. 

Councilor Thomas Ennis came under attack 
from several of the speakers for comments made 
in a published report that morning that the Lallis 
were being “manipulated” by the councilors who 
suppertae them for “electioneering” purposes. 

‘our former members of Town Council spoke at 
the meeting, including Julio A. Alvigini, the first 
council president; recent Councilor Colleen 
Dupee; Daniel J. Lacienski, who served for two 
terms during the mid-1980's; and political gadfly 
Valentine R. Moreno, who served one term with 
Alvigini in the 1970's. 

Alvigini, a resident of 580 North Street, said the 
abatement procedure was inadequate and that 
allowing the Lallis to seek the special legislation 
in Boston was “not new.” He said the town had 
used this procedure before (regarding other 
issues). 

“| thought | had a moral obligation to come out 
and support the Lallis,” Alvigini said. He also 
related that the Lallis deserved to be reimbursed 
the overcharged amount with interest. 

Lacienski, of 268 South West Street, said the 
council should ‘“‘do what’s right.” He took issue 
with the “Pandora’s Box’ comment by noting that 
the “last thing to come out of the box was hope.” 

Ms. Dupee and Ennis became embroiled in the 
first of the many verbal exchanges which would 
inflame this hearing. Calling the issue “taxation 
without representation,” she chastised Ennis, 
and Councilors Edward A. Caba (who was absent 
due to a work related commitment) and George 
Bitzas. 

After Ms. Dupee said councilors were “preen- 
ing to the TV audience,” and cited several ex- 
amples where she felt the present council had er- 
red in its dealings with the public, Taylor im- 
mediately ruled Ms. Dupee out of order. 

When Ms. Dupee and Ennis began an ex- 
change, Councilor Joanne Willis said Ennis’ ques- 
tioning of Ms. Dupee as “inappropriate.” 

Ennis then responded to this by questioning 
Mrs. Willis’ motives. 

Other Residents Appeared As Well : 

A total of 10 residents (including the four 
former councilors) spoke at the hearing, as well 
as Mrs. Lalli. 

Longtime resident Robert Wodell of Taft Street, 
while stating several times he thought Johnson 
was doing a good job as mayor, said the new tax 
bills being issued by the town were confusing and 
did not itemize what taxpayers were being assess- 
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ed (previous bills did reflect this). Wodel! then 
said to the council, “Let’s help these people. 

Resident Arthur Leary, who last year was 
engulfed in a nasty fight with the town over his 
previous tax bills, called the Lalli situation “ar- 
rogance of government,” adding, “the Lallis have 
been treated shabbily” (by the town). 

When Leary attempted to comment on other 
situations concerning what he said “reflect on the 
character of our government,” Taylor ruled him 
out of order.” This led to the first of many heated 
exchanges between Taylor and Councilor Louis 
Russo as the evening progressed. - 

Resident Dennis Perry of 466 North West Street 
reread a letter-to-the-editor he wrote to The Adver- 
tiser News in March concening his support for the 
Lallis. He, like several of the previous speakers, 
exchanged verbal volleys with councilors after 
Taylor began questioning him why in his letter he 
(Perry) asked residents to write him and not coun- 
cilors about the Lalli situation. te 

This brought an immediate objection from 
Councilor Walter Balboni, which followed a 
similar exchange between Taylor and Russo over 
Ennis’ questioning of Perry. 


Mrs. Lalli Says No Fair Play 

Mrs. Lalli addressed the council both at the 
beginning of the hearing and again at the end. She 
said both she and her husband had hit “roadblock 
after roadblock on this.” She added that it was on- 
ly through the intervention of State Senator Linda 
Melconian’s office that she and her husband were 
able to meet with Johnson. She said not one of 
the seven councilors who denied her the special 
legislation after the March ist vote “had the 
decency to contact us.” She said she wrote each 
member of the council a letter about her situation. 

Also, Mrs. Lalli said that Nicora had told her 
“nothing could be done” about the five previous 
tax years. She called it “irrelevant” that she and 
her husband went five years before picking up the 
overcharge on their tax bills. 

“The town taxed us on land that did not belong 
to us. And that is not fair at all,” said Mrs. Lalli. 

Once the public heesne. was closed, both 
Russo and Balboni chided Taylor for a letter he 
sent to them (as well as Mrs. Willis and Councilor 
Gary Suffriti) that stated under the freedom of in- 
formation act, as well as a Mass. General Law, 
they were required to release any information they 
might hold on this issue to the entire council.

Although, in a perfect world, that is how it 
would be. We do not live in a perfect world. If the 
parents don’t, can’t, or won't do it, the next logical 
place for sex education is in our schools. 

Do you realize that because of the lack of 
education: 

— in 1992, 946 teenagers were known to be HIV 
positive and of the teenagers engaging in un- 
protected sex today who contract the HIV virus, 
most won’t show symptoms for seven years (with 
the ae of unknowingly passing it on again and 
again). 

— in 13-21 year-olds, the number of AIDS cases 
is doubling every 13 months. 

— in 20-24 year-olds, the reported number of 
HIV positive cases is 9,482 and the CDC says that 
nearly 20% of all new cases occur in people in 
their 20’s, indicating that they were infected in 
their teens. 

— nearly 50% of 15-19 year-old females and 
60% of 15-19 year-old males have engaged in sex- 
ual activity at least once. 

— more than 1 MILLION get pregnant each 
year, and half result in birth. 

— nine out of 10 of those girls keep the children 
and more often than not, go on public assistance. 

These are very frightening statistics and it is 
painfully obvious that only telling teenagers to 
abstain from sex is not working. There will always 
be that percentage of children who choose to 
have premarital sex (no matter what we tell them). 

Please, let’s not continue to pass the ig- 
norance, denial, and shame from generation to 
generation. Reality based sex education is 
desperately needed in today’s society.

Russo said he was not withholding any informa- 
tion and Balboni demanded an apology from 
Taylor by stating, ‘““Never in my more than 45 years 
in town government has anyone ever questioned 
my integrity and honesty.” ; : 

Balboni also charged that politics were interfer- 
ring with “common decency” (when dealing with 
the Lallis). ae 

Ennis responded that “moral blackmail” was 
being used by those supporting the Lallis. He 
again said the Lallis were being manipulated and 
that the responsiblity of the council was to do 
“what is right for all the bok in Agawam. 

Let’s Line Them Up At Town Hall 

Councilor Gary Suffriti said that the fear town 
officials held about many other residents seeking 
tax abatements (if this case was decided in favor 
of the Lallis) was no problem for him. “Let’s line 
them up at Town Hall at 8:30 a.m. tomorrow morn- 
ing (if they too had been overtaxed).” 

When Couacion Richard Brindle pointed out 
that the Lallis could paves either State 
Representative Michael P. Walsh or State Senator 
Linda Melconian to file special legislation on their 
behalf, Mrs. Willis responded that according to 
Walsh, “without a positive vote of the council (in 
favor of the Lallis), the chance of this coming out 
of the Committee on Taxation was almost nil.” 

Mrs. Willis said Walsh made this comment 
following the council’s March 1st vote. 

Taylor then questioned how much “clout” both 
Walsh and Melconian had in Boston if they could 
not assist the Lallis through the legislative pro- 
cess in Boston. 

Again dissenting on the Lalli’s request to seek 
special legislation were George Bitzas, Nancy 
Gravel, Jessie D. Fuller, Brindle, Ennis, and 
Taylor. 3 

Voting in favor were Balboni, Russo, Suffriti 
and Mrs. Willis.

| am writing on behalf of the Granger School 
PTO parents AND teachers. We’d like to express 
our concerns about the increasing traffic pro- 
blems in the center of Feeding Hills. 

Anyone travelling through this intersection bet- 
ween 8:15 and 8:45 in the morning, and between 
2:30 and 3:00 in the afternoon, must add an extra 
40 minutes to their travelling time just to get 
through the center. This is on a sunny day; ona 
rainy day, it is even worse. 

This traffic consists mostly of parents dropping 
off and picking up their children from school. 
Anyone trying to get into, out of, or around 
Granger's parking lot can attest to the problems 
here. This packed parking lot also poses a serious 
threat to children running out to their waiting 
rides. 

In the same way Clark School took action on 
their traffic problems, we at Granger are also ex- 
tending an invitation to you to come and see, 
firsthand, what the traffic is like at these times on 
a school day. We would also like you to come and 
see how much less traffic there is at those same 
times on a weekday when there is no school. 

We would also like for you to walk the routes 
the walkers take so that you can understand the 
concerns parents have about allowing their 
children to walk. 

With the completion of Phase | of Route 57 and 
the Super Stop and Shop looming in our future, 
our concerns are rapidly growing. The traffic pro- 
blems these projects will add to the safety of 
Granger's children are scary. With or without “im- 
provements” to South Westfield Street, traffic will 
not be reduced near Granger.

There are statistics available from the Agawam 
Public Library which document the placement on 
both a national and local level of the Agawam 
school system. The quality of this City’s educa- 
tion program is of prime importance to both the 
growth of the City’s population, its economic 
base, and our children’s futures.

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AGAWAM, MONTANA - from Page 1... 


Agawam, Montana lies 14 miles north of 
Choteau (population 1,700), in the middle of the 
Northern prairie. It is good land for cattle ranching 
and growing wheat and hay. The open range, 
however, can be unsettling for a New Englander. 
For far and away, there is nothing but flat 
grassland. On the horizon, the clouds kiss the 
landscape and the distant mountains remind you 
of how small you really are. 

Agawam, Montana was once a thriving railroad 
boom town. During its “hay day” (no pun intend- 
ed), 1912-1917, the town contained a post office, 
general store, grain elevators, railroad depot, pool 
hall, lumber company, hardware store, hotel, and 
a school. Nearly 100 people lived and worked in 
Agawam. When the Milwaukee Railroad entered 
town in November 1916, all the men got drunk. 
The women were very upset. The binge lasted for 
days. 

However, the happy days did not last for long. 
The history of Agawam II is one of steady decline 
from 1917 to the present. The concentration of 
resources for World War | and the competition 
from the Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
Railroads ended the town’s boom years. Slowly, 
one by one, the town’s businesses relocated. A 
town map hanging on the wall in the county court 
house testifies to the lamentable story. The word 
“vacated” is stamped across all but Main Street. 

The trip from Choteau to Agawam is a short 
one, only 14 miles. The town has three houses and 
two grain elevators. The grain elevators are still 
operating. A total of five people live within the 
townsite proper. A few of the original buildings 
still exist. The grain elevators, manager's office, 
and the teacherage (teacher's residence) are in 
poor shape. 

The grain elevators are twin towers that rise 
high above the prairie. The school has been 
renovated into a home with additions to make it 
much larger. All the other monuments to 
Agawam’s past have been disassembled and 
moved, lock, stock, and barrel out of town. 


Rancher Dave Scoit had just finished haying 
out the land that was once set aside for 
Agawam’s park when we stopped at his house to 
talk. Although Dave knew the word “Agawam” 
was the Indian name for swamp, he was unaware 
of the existence of Agawam, Massachusetts. 
There is no swamp near the town; just a lot of dry 
and. 

Dave's father moved to the area in 1953. Dave 
went to Agawam’s one room school house. There 
was a sadness in his eyes when he related the 
town's recent history.. The school closed. The 
children are now bused to Choteau. The post of- 
fice closed in 1956. The last business, Schaefer’s 
Store, moved out in August 1957. The bankruptcy 
of the Milwaukee Railroad ended any hope of 
revival. In 1960, total railroad service was discon- 
tinued and the Agawam station was moved to 
Choteau. In 1983, the Milwaukee rails and ties 
were removed. 

Agawam continues to exist as a shadow of its 
former self. It is not a ghost town, but a remnant 
of the hopes and dreams that many people had for 
the prairie settlement. 

_P.S.: The only question left unanswered by our 
trip to Agawam, Montana was the identity of the 
man who named the town. An employee of the 
Milwaukee Land Company did name the railroad 
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dle of the Northern prairie. 


townsite after Agawam, Massachusetts. Unfor- 
tunately, his identity may be lost forever. A copy 
of the deed for the Agawam townsite does not 
reveal his name. 


On November 14th, 1912, after the deed for the 
townsite was signed in Choteau, this railroad man 
probably smiled and thought about a town in a 
green river valley back home.

Agawam Crime Prevention... 
Home Security Tips 

For The Spring Season

The arrival of spring means that summer is just 
around the corner. Thoughts are turning to vaca- 
tions, picnics, and numerous other outdoor ac- 
tivities. Homes will be left open, and appliances 
such as gas grills, lawn mowers, and bicycles will 
be left outside. 

It would be prudent to temper our thoughts of 
celebration with some simple rules to keep our 
property safe and secure. In order to keep 
ourselves from becoming victims of theft, the 
following are suggestions for consideration: 

GAS GRILLS are most popular during this time 
of the year. Their marketability and numbers make 
them a target for thieves. They can and should be 
easily secured with a chain and lock. They should 
also be placed in an area where they can be ac- 
counted for every day. 

Many people who report them stolen cannot 
give the police an accurate time of theft because 
they go largely unnoticed between periods of use. 
The best idea would be to place them in a garage 
or locked shed. 

Propane tanks should be left outside to 
eliminate the possibility of explosion. Initials or 
numbers such as license or social security should 
be etched-somewhere on the grill to allow for 
easier identification should your property be 
located. 

LAWN FURNITURE, MOWING EQUIPMENT, 
LADDERS and TOOLS should be stored away ina 
secure location after use and whenever possible. 
The rule is out of sight, out of mind. 


When leaving your home for VACATION, make 
sure to stop deliveries of newspapers and have 
someone pick up your mail daily. Notify police 
and a trusted neighbor of your planned absence 
and the length of time you will be away. 

Don’t discuss your plans in public and be sure 
not to tell the newspapers of planned vacations or 
trips abroad. Leave shades and blinds open and 
use a clock timer to turn lights on and off at ap- 
propriate times. 

Have aneighbor or relative enter your home and 
check the security as often as possible. In this 
way, lights on the timer can also be changed. 
Leave emergency numbers where you can be 
reached in case of fire or other emergency. 

Keep valuables out of sight of windows and 
place money and jewelry in a safe deposit box. Ar- 
range to have the lawn mowed or driveway and 
walks shoveled should your vacation be of a long 
duration. If possible, keep a car lock in the 
driveway. 

The last person before leaving should make a 
final check all around the house to make sure 
doors and windows are locked and all sheds and 
exterior structures are secure. Turn down the 
ringer on the telephone in order to keep someone 
on the outside from hearing the sound of an 
unanswered call.

The reason for all these precautions is to make 
the house appear occupied during your absence 
while at the same time maintaining optimum 
security.

When possible, get descriptions of people and 
vehicles from a distance and relay that informa- 
tion to the police as quickly as possible. Hopeful- 
ly, by keeping these thoughts in mind, there will 
be fewer victims and this summer will be a plea- 
sant, enjoyable experience.

Tough Roads During Providing Elderly Drug 


Wet Spring Months 


Spring showers may bring flowers, but they 
also bring hazardous road conditions for the un- 
prepared motorist. The Safety Council of Western 
Mass. has these suggestions for safer springtime 
driving: 

— Be sure your windshield wiper blades are in 
good condition. 

— Check the depth of your tire treads by inser- 
ting a Lincoln penny head-first into one of the tire 
grooves. If the top of Lincoln’s head shows, the 
grooves are not deep enough for proper traction. 

— Slow down whenever rain begins to fall. Even 
a small amount of water can mix with oil and 


_ grease on the raod to create slippery conditions. 


— Turn on your defroster to keep the inside of 
your windshield clear of moisture. 

— Allow extra following distance. A car needs 
two to 10 times more distance to stop on a wet 
road than on dry pavement. 

— Avoid driving through large puddles. The 
splashing water may affect your brakes and im- 
pair an oncoming driver’s vision. 

— If you must drive through a large amount of 
water on the road, place your left foot lightly on 
the brake pedal while you press your right foot on 
the accelerator. This action will help keep water 
away from your brake linings. Once the car is 
clear of the water, test your brakes with light 
pressure. 

— If your car begins to hydroplane, ease up on 
the gas and be ready to correct skids that may 
follow. Do not brake suddenly. If your vehicle 
skids, steer gently in the direction you want the 
car to go. Do not use the brakes. 

— Watch for pedestrians.

State Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Spring- 
field) has announced that during a formal session 
held on Tuesday, April 20th, the Massachusetts 
Senate passed Senate 1564, a bill which would 
provide both long-term rate stability and which 
directs the Weld Administration to provide to the 
Legislature within 30 days, a plan to implement a 
program of prescription drug expense assistance 
for elderly and disabled Medigap subscribers. 

The Senate Committee on Ways and Means had 
favorably reported out the bill on the morning of 
April 20th, culminating three years of negotiations 
among the Legislature, Administration, insurers, 
and elderly advocates. 

“As the costs of health care continue to 
skyrocket, more and more seniors throughout the 
Commonwealth are uninsured and underinsured. 
Quality health care is becoming unaffordable due 
to the increase in premium rates of many policies, 
and our seniors living on fixed incomes must 
decide each month as to which necessities they 
will have to go without. Too often, many do 
without their drug prescriptions,” stated Senator 
Melconian, who chairs the Joint Committee on In- 
surance. as 

Medigap insurance is an important source of 
financial assistance and protection for the elderly

It is designed primarily to provide 
coverage for the deductibles, co-payments, and 
co-insurance in the Medicare program and often 
covers certain services not covered by Medicare, 
such as prescription drugs.

Your actions during the early stages of a fire 
can dramatically affect the amount of damage 
that is done. 

1. Alert everyone in the area that there is a fire 
and to start evacuation. 

2. As you leave the area where the fire is 
located, close the door to confine the fire. 

3. Call the fire department from a neighbor's. 
Remember, a fire grows quickly and you could 
become trapped. 

4. Once everyone is out of the building, make 
sure they stay out. 

You should not try to fight the fire until the first 
three steps have been completed. Also, if you can- 
not get within three to five feet of the fire; if it is 
more than five feet in height; or if it has spread 
beyond the point of origin, you should leave the 
area, closing the door behind you.

her back and causing temporary numbness in her 
legs. Because she couldn't dance for six weeks, 
she needed to re-stretch and tone her muscles 
carefully. In doing her own therapy, she developed 
an understanding of how to safely stretch and re- 
tone. In addition, her awareness of reduction of 
emotional stress through the use of physical 
movement was hightened. 

The videos which Regulbuto developed with her 
partner, John Smith of Suffield, combines simple 
stretches and movement with emotionally calm- 
ing backgrounds found in nature. 

Footage was shot in several locations in-state 
and out-of-state. In one scene, perched atop a 
large pumpkin in a field in Suffield, Regulbuto 
demonstrates simple arm-stretching exercises. 
Using a waterfall on Pine Mountain in New Hamp- 
shire as background, she shows viewers how to 
improve circulation to their feet. : 

Smith said he has used relaxation techniques 
for years in his work as a marriage counselor. A 
former minister, he often sought out relaxing, 
meditative spots, so choosing background for the 
videos was easy, he said. 

When Lila Forastiere, Grief Counselor of the 
Forastiere Family Funeral Homes, learned of the 
“Movement In Nature” videos, she perceived that 
they could be beneficial to those who are grieving 
a death.

Southwick: A much needed and long overdue 
Support and prevention group has been formed, 
called HAAS - Healing After A Suicide. 

The Steering Committee consists of caring, 
dedicated, highly trained professionals who will 
attempt to answer survivor's questions, such as 

What could | have done to prevent this?,” “Were 
there signs | missed?,” “Was it something | did or 
didn’t do?,” “Why, why, why?” 

The group is inviting people to “join others who 
are also surviving the loss of a loved one by 
suicide, and those whose lives have been im- 
pacted by the death.” 

They will be addressing feelings of guilt and ex- 
ploring loss and grief, and explaining that you are 
not alone. It has been estimated that there are at 
least 88,000 Survivors of Suicide in 
Massachusetts alone. HAAS has been formed to 
make a difference; a positive impact. 

Among those on the Steering Committee are 
three Southwick residents: Reverend Emmalou H. 
Kirchmeier, pastor of Christ Church United 
Methodist on College Highway; Reverend Ron 
Jackson of Sheep Pasture Road and pastor of 
penty Unity Methodist Church, Ashley Falls; and 
Cyd Dispenza, Ph.D., of 14 Bungalow Court in 
Southwick.

Anyone whose life has been impacted by a 
suicide, no matter how long ago, is invited to join 
this new group. According to Dr. Dispenza, who 
trained the staff, “We will be dealing not just with 
the loss of family members, but with the loss of 
friends and business acquaintances, too. We also 
realize that there are firefighters and police of- 
ficers, medical personne! and mental health 
workers who can benefit from the support group. 
All are welcomed.” 


She added, “Suicide is the second leading 
cause of death among persons 15 to 25 years of 


age and it is increasing among Caucasian males 
who undergo a feeling of hopelessness that could 
be work related.” 


Dr. Dispenza is on the faculty at Springfield Col- 
lege and Western New England College and also 
teaches at Bay Path College. Trained at Temple 
University, Philadelphia, PA, she is a 
Psychotherapist in the Gestalt school, and receiv- 
ed her Masters in Counseling and Psychological 
Services at Springfield College.

—The Sandlot 

The most fun I’ve had at the movies in a long 
time was my trip to see The Sandlot, a lightweight 
vehicle that, as advertised, seemed more like the 
kind of summer fluff you’d send the kids to see on 
a rainy summer afternoon. 

instead, it proved to be a movie with heart and 
humor; a nostalgic look back at the way things 
were (or at least the way they seemed to be) in the 
childhood of our distorted memories. 

Take one young transplanted city kid—a geek 
with glasses who can’t tell the baseball from the 
glove (! identify with that)—who finds himself in 
sunny suburbia; odd man (boy?) out and 
friendiess, in a new home with a new dad. 

And, one day one of the bigger boys on the 
neighborhood bail team invites him to play; not in 
uniform on the well-groomed little league fields, 
but in dusty jeans, T-shirts, and baseball cap on 
the sandlot, a weedy field that borders a tall green 
fence behind which lives ... The Beast! 

A summer that got off to a shaky start picks up 
steam until our young team hits dad’s prized Babe 
Ruth autographed baseball over the fence and in- 
to the paws of The Beast. The rescue is worthy of 
Steven Spielberg, with a touch of Disney thrown 
in. 

This larger-than-life product of childhood im- 
agination and little boy legends is a baseball- 
chewing junkyard dog who is reported to have (in 
some distant epic past) also devoured a child or 
two. 

It’s a coming of age picture without coming of 
age—a nice story of a boy making friends, of a 
growing father/son relationship testing new 
ground, of bravery, pride, wit, and wisdom. 

Karen Allen plays the freckled-faced mom, and 
James Earl Jones has a striking (if very small) role 
at film's end that is worth every second of screen 
time. 

The Sandlot is a pint-sized Field of Dreams that 
may never win the acclaim of that other, grander 
adult film. But it has charm, style, sentiment, and

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Author Of Guidebook For Publicity 
At Kent Library In Suffield April 24th 


Suffield: The author of a newly published 
guidebook on publicity for community groups will 
offer tips during a free talk and booksigning at 
2:00 p.m., Saturday, April 24th at Kent Memorial 
Library, 50 North Main Street. 

George Chartier of Vernon, Connecticut, a 
longtime member of the Suffield Players theater 
company and a public relations specialist at the 
University of Connecticut in Storrs, will discuss 
publicity basics drawn from his book Full House: 
The Definitive Guide For Successfully Promoting 
School and Community Theater. 

Chartier’s talk will include tips on writing effec- 
tive news releases, working with the news media, 
and developing name recognition for community 
organizations. He will also review his “deadly 
dozen publicity errors” — mistakes even profes- 
sional marketers may make. 

Full House, recently issued by Dramatic Con- 
cepts Publishing, is available locally at the UConn 
Co-op bookstores in Storrs and at Johnson's 
bookstore on Main Street in Springfield, Mass. 
($24.95). 

Chartier says he focused on theater publicity 
when writing his book, “but the principles of 
publicity are the same whether you're promoting a 
public event for the Rotary Club, a church group, a 
scout troop, or the PTO.’ 

“For example, a publicist must know how to 
write a new release not as a Madison Avenue 
advertising copywriter would compose it, but as a 


journalist would. You also must understand what 
editors look for in phatographs submitted to the 
newspaper,” Chartier says. “Radio and TV have 
different needs and deadlines.” 

Full House offers examples of posters, news 
releases, publicity photos and other promotional 
techniques tested with theaters and other com- 
munity groups. With 22 chapters and nearly 150 il- 
lustrations, the book provides work sheets to plan 
publicity campaigns, develop budgets, and lay 
out program pages. 

Chartier consulted with high school drama 
coaches and teachers for a special chapter on 
prometing school theater. Another chapter, Media 

elations, tells how to work with reviewers, con- 
duct interviews, and successfully approach radio 
and TV news editors. Still another chapter takes 
on a rarely discussed and underused technique: 
Publicity stunts. 

“| wrote Full House because | couldn’t find any 
book like it for sale,” Chartier says. ‘‘Publicity to- 
day is an increasingly complex, sophisticated pro- 
cess with every business and nonprofit organiza- 
tion competing for attention in the news 
marketplace. 

“An important task like this can’t be left to 
chance. Anyone, anywhere who is putting on a 
show — and that means a fair, a lecture, a rally or 
any other program for the public, too — must 
think theatrically,” says Chartier.

The first film in Robert Zemeckis’ phenomenal- 
ly successful time travel series, Back To The Future 
is the story of a teenager named Marty McFly 
(played by Michael J. Fox) who is accidentally 
sent back 30 years in time to 1955 via a Delorean 
that was transformed into a time machine by a 
scientist named Dr. Emmett Brown (played to 
perfection by Christopher Lloyd). Lea Thompson 
and Crispin Glover play Marty’s strange parents in 
both time eras. 

The central plot of Back To The Future deals with 
Marty's attempts, in 1955, to ensure that his 
parents meet and fall in love (in order to save his 
own existence). Their relationship, which even- 
tually led to marriage and the birth of Marty, is 
nowhle jeopardy thanks to the wretched character 
of Biff. 

The film displays some great visual effects and 
boasts a strong, highly-detailed script. The fun of 
watching Back To The Future comes from the in- 
teresting comparisons that the viewer makes (in 
regards to continuity) between 1955 and 1985. 

As an example, note the name of the mall that 
Marty meets Doc Brown at during the beginning 
of the film; it is called the Twin Pines Mall. When 
Marty plows over one of two namesake trees dur- 
ing his spectacular emergence into 1955 with the 
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Delorean (when the mall area was just a farmer's 
field), he accidentally changes the name of the 
mall in the future to the Lone Pine Mall! Such in- 
teresting sights provide Back To The Future with its 
holding power and add to the film’s visual appeal. 

The complicated but necessary details of the 
storyline are told with perfect organization and 
logical narrative transitions. As a result, the 
viewer does not have to spend much time figuring 
out what is going on and can instead enjoy the 
film complacently. 

If you thrive on excitement, drama, special ef- 
fects, and suspense, then rent Back To The Future 
and experience “timeless” astonishment! 4

In order to solve some problems with the future 
McFly family, Marty and Doc again use the 
famous Delorean to travel to the year 2015. After 
solving the problem, the duo return to Hill Valley 
in 1985, only to find the town to be somehow 
altered. Mortified, the duo travel back to 1955 in 
the hopes of returning things back to normal. 

The same excitement and non-stop action that 
prevailed in Back To The Future also returns in this 
sequel and again succeeds in engrossing the au- 
dience.

Move over, Clint Eastwood! Marty McFly makes 
the wild west even wilder in Back To The Future 
Part IIT! Doc Brown has accidentally been strand- 
ed in Hill Valley in 1955; in order to rescue his now 
beloved sidekick, Marty must travel back to 1885 
to prevent Doc’s premature death. 

As expected, the same intense action and 
laughs make Back To The Future Part IIT as exciting 
as its predecessors. Also featured in this film is 
romance when Doc Brown, circa 1885, falls in love 
with a woman named Clara (played by Mary Steen- 
burgen). As appealing as this romance is to the 
viewer, it proves to be quite a painful thorn in Mar- 
ty’s side since it makes his efforts to save Doc 
harder.

# Susan Anderson 


Marinades And Sauces 
For Grilling 


This is the second of two columns about barbe- 
que, brought to you by request from a fellow co- 
worker and resident of Agawam, who, just prior to 
a lethally boring meeting, requested that | write 
about barbeque recipes. | was very pleased to 
have the request and hope that both he and you 
enjoy the recipes. 

Incidentally, during the course of this meeting, | 
was amazed to note that he appeared alert and 
even interested. |, on the other hand, was forced 
to disguise a compulsion for an involuntary nap 
by propping my eyelids up with my fingers. | know 
that particular tactic is rather obvious, but saves 
one from outright snoring and disgrace. I'll have 
to ask him sometime before the next merit review 
how he does it. 

The original purpose of marinades was to 
tenderize less tender cuts of meat. Today they are 
used primarily for flavor, although some do have a 
tenderizing effect. Marinades, for the most part, 
are oil and acid-based liquids in an approximate 
3:1 ratio (oil to acid), plus seasonings. 

Acid liquids include fruit juices, vinegar, wine, 
or beer, among others. Traditional marinades are 
usually made with red or white wine. With better 
cuts of meat, you may not want to alter the flavor 
too much with a strong marinade, and if the object 
is to add flavor, a shorter marination time (30 
minutes to a few hours) is recommended. You do 
not want too much of the acid component in the 
marinade, as it can partially coagulate the protein 
of the meat. ee 

The following recipe is from Barbecue with Beard: 
Outdoor Recipes from a Great Cook by one of 
America’s best, James Beard. This is a marinade 
for tenderizing tougher cuts of meat, and is ex- 
cellent for shish kabobs. Marinate meat in this for 
six to 24 hours before grilling and use for basting 


as well. 
TENDERIZING MARINADE 
(Makes 12 cups) 
Y2 cup olive or vegetable oil 
Y2 cup soy sauce 
Ye cup bourbon 
2 small onions, thinly sliced 
2 cloves of garlic, chopped 
3 tablespoons chopped ginueroct or preserved 
ginger or 1 teaspoon drie 
1 teaspoon freshly ground pepper 
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1 teaspoon dry mustard 
Dash of wine or vinegar 

Combine all ingredients and blend well. 

Place meat in a glass, ceramic or stainless 
steel container and cover with the marinade. 
Place in refrigerator, turning the meat several 
times during the marination process. Be sure to 
bring the meat and marinade to room temperature 
before cooking. a: Site 

Instead of a liquid base marinade, another op- 
tion is a dry marinade (or a rub), which is a mixture 
of salt, herbs, spices, and a small amount of li- 
quid. Crushed garlic may be added to this as well. 
The mixture should be rubbed evenly over the sur- 
face of the meat and allowed to stand for a few 
hours (smaller portions of meat), or overnight for 
larger pieces. 

The meat may be grilled with or without the dry 
rub, but should be removed from pork because of 
the saltiness of the meat. As salt has a tendency 
to pull water from meat, it is best to use as little as 
possible. : 


SPICE RUB FOR BEEF STEAKS 
(Covers 4 pounds of steak) 

1% tablespoons dry mustard 
1% tablespoons black peppercorns, cracked 
1% tablespoons ground coriander 
1% tablespoons paprika 
1% teaspoons cayenne pepper 
2 jatge cloves of garlic, minced 
2 tablespoons peanut oil 
3 tablespoons cognac ~ 

Grind dry spices and garlic in a mortar with a 
pestle. When finely ground, work in oil and 
cognac. Rub over both sides of steak and let 
marinate to one to two hours at room temperature 
before grilling.

The following red wine marinade is from The 
Complete Book of Sauces by Sallie Y. Williams. It is 
an all-purpose marinade that can be used with 
fish, beef, chicken, or pork. It may also be made 
up to five days ahead of time and stored in the 
refrigerator. 


RED WINE MARINADE 
(Makes 3 cups) 
2 cups dry red wine 
4 bunch of scallions, both green and white parts, 
sliced 
1 clove of garlic, minced 
Ye cup olive oil 
Y% cup soy or teriyaki sauce 
2 tablespoons dark brown sugar 
1 a grated fresh ginger (or 4-/s teaspoon 
drie 
1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce 
Combine all ingredients. Use as is or boil for 10 
minutes over high heat and use as a basting 
EWES: RRR 
Unlike marinades, barbeque sauces are used 
only during cooking. They do not penetrate the 
meat, but serve to add taste and help foods from 
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drying out during the grilling process. They may 
be tangy and hot or sweet, depending on the meat 
or personal preference. The following recipe for 
beer barbeque sauce is from Better Homes and 
Gardens All-Time Favorite Hamburger and Ground 
Beef Recipes. 

BEER BARBEQUE SAUCE 

(Makes enough sauce for 6 burgers) 

2 tablespoons Chopped onion 
2 tablespoons chopped green pepper 
2 tablespoons butter 
Ye cup catsup 
2 teaspoons cornstarch 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
Ye cup beer 

In a small saucepan, cook onion and green pep- 
per in butter until tender. Combine catsup, corn- 
starch, and Worcestershire sauce; stir into 
vegetables. Add beer. Heat, stirring constantly, 
until just boiling. Brush hamburger patties with 
sauce before grilling, and spoon more of the 
sauce over them at serving time. 

Avery Island Barbeque Sauce, a selection from 
the revised edition of The New York Times Cook 
Book, is an all-purpose sauce that can be used for 
NO att chicken, spareribs, or ee 

AVERY ISLAND BARBEQUE SAUC 
(Makes 2% cups) 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 medium onion, chopped 
1 clove of garlic, minced 
1 (28 oz.) can (3% cups) tomatoes 
1 (6 0z.) can tomato paste 
2 slices of lemon 
1 bay leaf 
2 cup chopped celery with leaves 
Ys cup vinegar 
Y% cup chopped green pepper 
3 tablespoons molasses 
2 teaspoons ay mustard 
2 tablespoons Tabasco sauce 
Y2 teaspoon salt 
Ye teaspoon ground cloves 
Ye teaspoon allspice 

Melt the butter in a saucepan. Add the onions 
and garlic and cook until the onions are tender but 
not brown. Add the remaining ingredients and 
simmer for 30 minutes. Let stand until cool. Strain 
if desired. 

These marinades and sauces are only a sampl- 
ing of the delicious things you can produce to 
make you a legend in your neighborhood. Better 
yet, dazzle them with a barbeque sauce that you 
yourself create. 

You just might redeem yourself for all the 
leaves that blew from your yard into your 
neighbor’s with a well-timed invitation for some 
elegantly grilled spareribs. The possibilities are 
many ... enjoy.

Celebrated At 
Ag. High School

Advocate for a safe environment Charlie 
Spencer was the invited guest at Agawam High 
School during a week-long celebration of Earth 
Week (April 12th-16th). 

According to student Rosemarie Oppedisano, 
“Earth Week was organized by Students Against 
Violating the Environment (SAVE).”’ ‘ 

Rosemarie told us, “These students have 
decorated the showcase display in the lobby of 
the High School. They are also conducting an 
Earth Week trivia contest, and they have shown a 
video about incineration and waste.” 

She added, ‘The basic goal of SAVE is to 
educate other students about the importance of 
preserving our environment.” 

Faculty member Pat Bertone-Gross is the ad- 
visor for SAVE and it is a new group that was 
begun at AHS this past fall. 

SAVE students have worked with other 
students at AHS to clean up the courtyard and 
plant flowers to make it usuable as a study place 
during good weather. 

SAVE wanted to highlight Earth Week before 
spring vacation, so they coordinated an assembly 
with Charlie Spencer during the prior week. 
Rosemarie told us that Earth Day is celebrated na- 
tionally on Thursday, April 22nd (while students 
are on vacation). 

Environmental Video As Educational Tool 

Spencer showed a video to the assembly at 
AHS as an educational tool to be used by local en- 
vironmental organizations. The video was funded 
by Springfield Cable Endowment and it available 
to cable:companies (without charge) in an effort 
to“‘get the message of the new environmentalism 
out across the country.” 

Spencer said, “Recycling is important to our 
health, to the conservation of natural resources, 
even to.the economy. It makes more economic 
sense to recycle.” , 

He added, ‘‘We’ve been blessed with a certain 
amount of abundance, so there’s a moral issue. 
We have to turn back some of what’s been given 
to uso lt'seems the right thing to do. Recycling is 
the thing of the future.”’ 

In the video, Spencer “depicts the perils of in- 

cineration and the benefits of recycling.” 
* A group of environmental experts discussed 
the chemical complexities of the waste stream, 
the health effects of incineration, and the benefits 
of recycling. 

In the program, a blazing incinerator and the ac- 
tivity inside the Materials Recycling Facility in 
Springfield are shown. 

Agawam has just recently added phone books, 
plastic soda bottles, and plastic bottles coded 2 
or 3 to the list of recyclables with the Western 
Massachusetts Regional Recycling Program. 

Instructions for preparing plastic bottles for 
recycling included the removal of caps and 
pumps, rinsing and crushing the container, and 
piecing it with other recyclables in the blue bin for 
pickup.

Amherst College Prof. 
Discusses Geology — 
With Ag. Teachers

Professor Teckla Harms of Amherst College 
recently spoke with Agawam Middle and elemen- 
tary schools science teachers on geological 
history found in the Pioneer Valley. 

The in-service was part of a program series 
scheduled by Agawam Junior High Science Coor- 
dinator Robert Sartwell for staff in kindergarten 
through grade eight. 

Sartwell said, “Professor Harms will tell 
teachers where they can go on field trips and 
describe different projects they can do with their 
classes.” 

He added that a survey taken from the elemen- 
tary teachers showed there was an interest in 
geology. As a result, Sartwell has contacted 
several people to work on that issue for the 
various grade levels. 

Geology In School Today 

Professor Harms began her discussion with ap- 
proximately 12 teachers by saying, ‘‘Plate tec- 
tonics has changed our geology in school today. 
It is a relatively new principal for understanding 
the dynamics of history.” 

She explained there were two categories in 
which geology was studied. The first she labeled 
as external and briefly summarized the Ice Age, 
climate, and weather driven by the sun. 

The internal thermal process included plate tec- 
tonics which developed from exploration of the 
sea. ‘Ocean exploration opened up this field and 
wasn’t discovered until World War Il,” she said. 

Professor Harms said the liquid core of the 
Earth was made of metals. “The mantle (which is 
the same composite as meteorites) is made up of 
solid rock, and the continental crust has all the 
es elements that we know on the Earth,” she 

She said, “The mantle is the majority of Earth’s 
makeup.” She described how onet is lost from 
convection and rises into the atmosphere and 
becomes denser; then it goes back down again.” 

Professor Harms said the most difficult con- 
cept for her Students at the college to grasp is 
that the mantle is a flowing solid. She tried to

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Brownie Baseball Bounces Back 
To Take Back-To-Back Victories

_ With winds whipping all around the baseball 
field, the first two innings were quite adven- 
turesome when the Agawam High Brownies 
hosted Chicopee last Friday afternoon. The 
Brownies had to come from behind in each of the 
first two innings. 

A gutty pitching performance by Brian Ander- 
son and a perfect relief job by Jeff Campbell 
would slam the door and the Brownies would 
ultimately go on to claim their second straight vic- 
tory with a 10-6 verdict over the Pacers to move 
. the early record to 2-1. 

Chicopee would score three in each of the first 
two innings, including a three run homer by 
Wayne Conti in the first. After a single by Sean 
Quigley and a windblown popfly single to right by 
Bill LaFreniere, Conti would drive a high fastball 
directly over the head of Tavie Johnson in center- 
field. He would touch ’em all to give the visitors 
the early 3-0 advantage. 

Joe Gaylor nailed a long RBI single to right- 
center in the first following walks to Nate Wooley 
and Eric Mastroianni. Then the Chicopee defense 
let down their pitcher (Conti). 

Johnson hit a tailor-made double play ball to 
short which was fielded cleanly. But the exchange 
was messed up at second and Mastroianni would 
score to make it a one run ballgame. 


Brownies Take The Lead 

Brian Klinakis would bring Gaylor home with a 
short sacrifice fly, and then John Jacobson got 
one of the game’s biggest hits as the frosh drove 
a Conti offering right back up the middle and into 
centerfield. The Brownies led 4-3. 

John Thoma and Bill Gosselin sandwiched soft 
singles around the first out in the second and 
Quigley walked to load them up. The Pacers 
would tie the game on LeFreniere’s fielder’s 
choice ground ball. A walk, an error by Klinakis at 
third, and a bases loaded walk to Jeff Bonneau 
would produce two more runs and the Pacers had 
put up their second consecutive three spot to lead 
the game 6-4. 

No problem. The Brownies were about to erupt 
for their second straight four run inning. Chris 
Wilkie got it started by walking to lead the home 
half of inning number two. He moved to second on 
an errant pickoff attempt and went to third on ex- 
cellent heads-up baserunning a moment later. 
Wooley whiffed but forced a throw down to first 
when the third strike was dropped. As the throw 
sailed towards first, Wilkie gunned his motor to 
third where he stood with just one out. 

John O’Brien would get him home with a 


grounder to short and got a little bonus time as he 
reached first himself when LaFreniere bobbled it. 
Mastroianni followed with a bullet double to left- 
center. Gaylor walked to load the bases and 
Johnson flexed his muscles for the first time this 
season as he drove a two-run double well over the 
left-fielder’s head. Gaylor crossed when Klinakis 
(three RBI) dribbled a little swinging bunt down 
the third base line. After two, Agawam led it 8-6. 

In the third, Anderson really threw the ball well 
as he faced just four batters. He struck out two 
and the only batter to reach did so by taking the 
nepeatice in the middle of his hip on an inside 
pitch. 

The Brownies rewarded their starter with 
another run in the third as Wooley walked with 
one out and moved to third on O’Brien’s single to 
right. Mastroianni bounced into a fielder’s choice 
to drive home the run that put Agawam ahead 9-6. 

Chicopee got two runners in scoring position in 
the fourth, but Anderson induced a pop up and a 
big strikeout to get his club back to the bench 
without any further scoring. 

Great Defense By Agawam 

The score stayed that way until the bottom of 
the sixth. Chicopee had a mild uprising squelched 
in the sixth on some fine play by the Agawam 
defense and coaching staff. LaFreniere singled 
leading off and Conti walked. Anderson spun to 
pick off the runner at second and then (on a 
designed play) fired to first and Conti had egg on 
his face as he tumbled into Gaylor’s tag for the 
first out. 

It proved to be a big out, too, because the 
Brownies botched their second rundown of the 
game on the next play. LaFreniere made a 
baserunning blunder by moving towards third ona 
grounder to Wooley at short. Nate fired to Klinakis 
at third for the tag. LaFreniere moved back 
towards second and Klinakis didn’t make the 
throw on time and all hands were safe. Campbell 
came in to relieve Anderson and did a super job by 
striking out the first two guys he faced and got 
himself out of the inning. 

With one out ‘in the Agawam sixth, Gaylor’s 
high popup (which started out 20 feet foul down 
the rightfield line) fell 10 feet fair inside the line 
and he ambled into second with a double. He was 
awarded third when the throw sailed high over the 
head of the shortstop. Klinakis got Gaylor home 
with a two out single to center and the Brownies 
went up 10-6. 

Campbell made quick work in the seventh as he 
recorded another strikeout and got assists on the 
other two outs on tappers back to the box.

Mistake - Choosing The Wrong Clubs 

Many young golfers inherit clubs, grow up with 
them, and then adapt their own body size and sw- 
ing to them. 

f you are starting out in golf and can afford to 
pick and choose, it is a mistake to make these 
Choices lightly or on the recommendation of 
anyone but a good golf club “fitter” in a pro shop. 
It's a mistake to forget that club-making and 
marketing is an intensely competitive business. 

Thin handles are wrong for thick-handed peo- 
ple. Stronger-armed golfers make a mistake in 
choosing a shaft that is too flexible. And the use 
of steel shafts as opposed to titanium, fiberglass, 
and now graphite is a battle constantly being 
fought by manufacturers and pros. Beginning 
golfers should not be psyched into using one kind 
over another. 


Correction 

After you have wandered a bit in the happy 
jungles of club availability and style and listened 
to or read the available data on the different kinds 
of clubs, ask your pro to measure you for clubs. 
Using a simple yardstick device, he or she will be 
able to tell you precisely what club length is best 
for your height and arm length. Arm length is the 
crucial measurement. 

From here, a reputable and well-stocked pro 
shop will let you experiment with used clubs that 
are your size but have varying weights. Soon you'll 
get the ‘“‘feel” that will serve as a starting point. 

If you really take to golf, you probably will join 
the majority of golfers—especially the pros—who 
experiment with different clubs over their entire 
golfing lives. Putters alone fill many a pro’s base- 
ment. | remember Arnold Palmer spending many 
an off hour during the Master’s Tournament work- 
ing on his clubs, altering them very slightly in 
weight or length, changing the grips on some, 
and, in subtle ways | couldn’t understand, improv- 
ing others. 

Some male golfers do better with lighter-weight 
clubs designed for women, and some women play 
better with men’s clubs. Practice, ex- 
periment—but start out with a professional 
measurement, as you would with a suit that costs 
as much as those clubs. 

Basically, the taller a golfer is, the closer he can 
come to a classic swing because, theoretically, 
the ball will be closer to him when he swings and 
his longer arc will provide more speed than a 
shorter player can get. But Ben Hogan played at 
five-foot-three!

Playing Third Base For Red Sox 
No Easy Task Over The Years

One day after the World Series was completed 
in 1967, Scott K. Cooper was born in St. fouls: 
Wade Anthony Boggs, of Tampa, turned nine dur- 
ing June of that recently completed baseball 
season.

Both would get hung up in the minor leagues 
with varying reputations. Boggs would be told by 
the labeling process that he was a sweet swing- 
ing singles type of hitter with a high batting 
average and stone hands afield. Cooper was 
touted as a hard-hitting line drive guy with a can- 
non for an arm. 

Not since the late 1950’s and early 1960's, when 
hard-hitting Frank Malzone was a fixture at the 
hot corner for Boston, had the Sox enjoyed any 
stability at the position. Malzone homered in dou- 
ble figures for eight straight years, but topped 20 
dingers just once (21 in 1962). He had a lifetime 
.274 average in 11 steady seasons for Boston. 

Since 1966 (when Malzone went off to Anaheim 
to finish his career with the Angels), Boston 
employed a variety of stop gap players at the posi- 
tion. Joe Foy, Dalton Jones, Jerry Adair, George 
Scott, Rico Petrocelli, Butch Hobson, Glenn Hoff- 
man, Jack Brohammer, Carney Lansford et al 
gave it a shot. 

Petrocelli played pretty steady there for three or 
four years after shifting from shortstop. Hobson 
played through one injury or another to claim third 
for a couple years. By.contrast, Brooks Robinson 
played from 1958-1975 at third for the Orioles. 

Then, in 1982, Eddie Yost made a mistake. The 
“Walking Man” was coaching third base and he 
got a bit overzealous. Caught up in the frenzy that 
usually surrounds a triple at Fenway Park, he gave 
Carney Lansford the green light to try to make it 
an inside the park homer. Lansford got trashed at 
the plate and that finally opened the door for 
Wade Anthony Boggs. 

Manager Ralph Houk gave him a quick look-see 
at third and then shifted him to first base. Boggs 
made just five errors at third (in 147 chances) and 
then went over to first and played_like a Hall of 
Famer for a while. In 49 games over there, he 
made all the plays (except for three errors) and it 
looked like he had found a home. 

But, Boggs wasn’t satisfied. He wanted his 
rightful place at third. He came out two hours ear- 
ly. Every day. He took a hundred grounders. Every 
day. His pegs to first were strong and accurate. 
He began to go to the backhand beautifully. 

His defense aside, he began to do things at the 
plate that nobody had seen in many years. He hit 
.349 the first year and then had the audacity to in-

crease that to .361 in 1983. He would go on to lash 
over 200 hits seven years in a row! One year 
(1985), he had 240 basehits and stroked his way to 
368. 


From 1985-1989, he clobbered 226 doubles and 
over the same period, he waited out 538 base on 
balls. In those five years, he strode to the plate 
3,527 times and struck out only 238 times! 
Mathematics tell us that he whiffed less than 
seven percent (0674) of the time. 


Every time my fanny hit a seat in Fenway during 
those years, | was in that park expressly to watch 
him hit. There were many others just like me. For 
the past three seasons, his production has been 
much more mortal and he made a business deci- 
sion (as well as a personal one) to leave Boston 
prior to the start of this campaign. 

Taking his bats, his .440 lifetime on base 
percentage and his problems, he headed south to 
the Bronx to continue his storied career. His pro- 
duction will be sorely missed. 

Now, Scott K. Cooper is the third baseman of 
the future for the Red Sox. Lean, trim, athletic, 
and slow-footed, he finally owns the position for 
which he longed. He doesn’t come in behind 
Williams, Yaz, and Rice, like Mike Greenwell did, 
but Cooper has some mighty big shoes to fill. 

He has begun the season in a fashion that sure- 
ly bodes well for his confidence. He is smashing 
the ball to all fields and he is hitting in the clutch. 
But, we must be watchful that expectations to 
REPLACE Boggs are unrealistic. 

He is a 26 year-old professional coming into his 
first “regular” situation. He will endure slumps 
and go on hot streaks. He’ll nail an occasional 
homerun, but not many more than Boggs provid- 
ed. He’ll get some doubles and maybe leg out a 
couple of triples, but you surely can’t look for him 
to match Boggs potential Hall of Fame creden- 
tials. 

After all, he’ll have all he can do to become the 
most successful Mr. Cooper in Red Sox history. 
Remember Cecil Cooper? He played 17 years with 
Boston and Milwaukee and he mashed to the tune 
of a .298 lifetime average and those figures reflect 
seven consecutive years of batting .300 or better. 
The elder Cooper once batted .352 in 1980. And 
Boggs has a lifetime average nearly 40 points 
nigne than Cooper. 

ade Anthony Boggs took his turn at Fenway 
and did a terrific and: sensational job—one that 
may have paved a road to Cooperstown for him. 
Scott K. Cooper is still essentially a prospect.

By the time you read this column, most ponds 
in the hills will be out of ice, most of the streams 
will be stocked with trout, and the stream 
fishermen will be in seventh heaven. No doubt you 
will find Sam Provo standing on the riverbank of 
the Farmington at first light looking for an easy 
access to the hole before him. He has been 
“biting the bit” to get going. 

The boat fishermen will be trolling the ponds 
and lakes in this District and in the hills of the 
Western District. 

The wife and! are anxious to wet a line, and pro- 
bably will hit Otis Resy. We will troll with 
mooselooks and flies and streamers. 

Our method is to. use our fly rods equipped with 
18-pound test US Line lead core with 40 to 50 feet 
of four-pound mono line for a leader, This method 
of fishing suits us to a tee. The long leader wipes 
out the theory that we are using heavy tackle for 
small trout. 

We get a thrill bringing in the fish on the 40 feet 
of leader. The lead line gets us down to the depth 
we want to fish; one to two colors (a color is 30 
feet). Trout this time of year are usually near the 
surface, maybe down a foot or two. Two colors 
puts us out 100 feet or more behind the boat. 

The speed of the boat is very important not only 
in giving your lure the right action but in controll- 
ing the depth of your lure. Once a fish is caught at 
a certain speed, then that speed is maintained for 
attracting more fish. | never troll in a straight 
line—zig and zagging from right to left varies the 
action of your lure and drops it down deeper or 
shallower, depending what side of the boat your 
poles are on. 

Hank Daglio of Agawam is a very skillful fisher- 
man. He will put out a mono line about 200 feet 
behind the boat with a fly on. 

Hank takes a lot of trout with this method; he 
has very few days of going fishless.
